(2) A religious service which was held in Madrid on 1 December 1951* on the 
anniTersaiy of the union of Transylvania and the Cld Kingdom.... 

At this secandl function, Horia 3IMA sat in the first row of seats, be- 
tween Vasile IA5INSCHI and Ion PR0TOPOPESCO, these being considered by the 
Iron Ouardlsts as "former cabinet ministers", too. 

After the religious service w*s over, si-il introduced himself to Hsgr. 
AIM., expressing his thanks for what the Catholic l&ssion Is doing for the 
R um a nian refugees in Spain tial, in the name of the Rumanian people, sympathy 
for the persecuted Catholic Church. SIMA and KIRK engaged in a conversation 
which lasted approximately five ndmitas.
